He told his colleagues there 
is no use talking against history, as- 
serting that intervention has been 
asked by all oppressed peoples, and 
even in modern times the cases of the 
Syrians and Armenians are eloquent 
examples, 

Points Out “Real Issue.” 

“For the Syrians and Armenians, 
the word intervention has been a 
promise of life itself and of a future,” 
he said. 

The real issue, Dr. Ferrara con- 
tinued, is not concerned with inter- 
vention, but whether there should or 
should not exist an international pa- 
ternalism which \eventually will be 
eliminated, just as it works out in 
private life. °

fighting forces, the expenditure of 
seven billions of dollars, within the 
next 15 years. Of course, these fig- 
ures are not accurate. It impos- 
sible to think and plan in billions with 
anything like acenracy, but these es- 
timates are sufficiently near the mark 
to give us some idea of the war mad- 
ness which has seized our navalists, 
and spread like a deadly contagion 
throughout the administration, 


For Defense.

of the nations, never to make war 
again, under any circumstances. Then | 
we are greatly surprised when other 
nations, comparing our words with our 
works, dare question the sincerity of 
our purpose. When Admiral Plunk- 
ett shoyts the alarm, that we are on 
the eve of another war, the president 
rebukes him. But if we are not, what 
possible justification ean there be for 
these unparalleled war preparations? 


Of course, we are told that this 
building program’ is necessary for 


keeping our navy in a condition for 
adequate defense, We might well 


raise the question, defense against 
whom? France has offered to make 


a treaty with us, which would banish | 


forever the prospect of her ever at- 
tacking us. (There never has been 
the remotest possibility of her doing 
so.) Great Britain has stood ready 
through five administrations to sign 
an arbitration treaty with us, which 
would submit every possible cause of 
war to judicial settlement. Japan, in 
her poverty, would welcome the op- 
portunity to decrease the frightful ex- 
penditure of attempting to build 
against our naval development. 
Carrying a Gun, 
I am quite conscious of the fact 
that no amateur could very intellizgent- 
ly state just what would be an ade- 
quate navy for a purely defensive pol- 
icy, and this eritic is not attempting 
the task. On the other hand, the peo- 
ple of this country have a right to de- 
mand of the authorities at Washing- 
ton that they place their emphasis 
upon making peace in the world rath- 
er than upon preparation for war. 
The man who carries a gun carries in 
his consciousness the thought of shoot- 
ing, and provokes in the consciousness 
of others the fear of being shot. Na- 
val rivalries, keeping pace with come 
mercial rivalries, was the immediate 
cause of the world war. For the 
United States to enter upon this huge 
naval program at a time when her 
ever-increasing commercial interests 
are coming into acute competition with 
the interests of all other nations— 
while she is the creditor nation, and 
has refused to enter into a’ league 
where conflicting interests are sought 
to be adjusted by reason, instead of 
by warshps—is to invite the fear and 
ssupicion of the world, hy becoming 
a threat to the peace of the nations. 
It inevitable that the other na- 
tions he profoundly puzzled 
and disturbed by the ever-changing at- 
titude of our administration toward 
this whole question of peace and war. 
Men cannot shut their eyes to the fact 
that our war power follows closely 
upon our commercial investments. Is 
Niearagua to be taken as a defini- 
tion of what we mean by a navy “for 
defense?” Ex-Secretary Hughes ex- 
plains to the world that our govern- 
ment will only intervene in the af- 
fairs of other nations “in cases of 
emergency.” ‘There is little comfort 
in this explanation when it is remem- 
bered that, refusing to enter into any 
court or council of the nations, the 
United States maintains the right to 
be the judge as to when there is such 
an emergeney.

of the earth. 

There is a fixed gulf between mili- 
tant materialists and believers in a 
divine order. But the great body of 
intelligent public opinion has no acute 
difficulty in retaining firm faith in 
that order while frankly facing every 
hypothesis of science, Theologies 
will be reeast. — Eeelesiastics and 
entifie investigators will have to re. 
state or recant their respective post- 
tions. But the grand verities of re 
ligion remain unshaken and un- 
shakeable. 

These verities do not depend = on 
magic, force or superstitious fear. 
Thev are not hangovers from a pri- 
meval past of darkest ignorance nor 
the the lingering fringe of a black 
belt of despair and delusion. ‘Their 
inestimable services make Biblical 
teachings the sole alternative to world- 
wide catastrophe.

I wonder why 
they pay any attention to it! The 
fact that it is sound, as I believe it ts, 
ought not to disturb them if their own 
minds are at peace. If the ideals in- 
volved in prohibition are for some of 
us now more tmportant than those 
Once taught by the Christian church, 
why not admit the fact, and proceed 
upon some new basis? 

But having asked this rhetorical 
question, I think I know the answer. 
We are all of us mixtures of reason 
and emotion; we have our social 
ideals for the future, but we have 
also our reverent pieties reaching far 
into the past, sometimes further than 
we realize. If you who are aware of 
the dangers-of drunkenness think that 
prohibition is the right answer to the 
problem, you will argue for prohibi- 
tion, yet vou hate to give up the idea 
that you have departed from the tra- 
dition of Christianity, around at least 
the name of which so much of your 
sentiment rallies. 

There must still be many Christians 
the world who look confidently 
the words of Christ as to an authori- 
tative and divine source of wisdom. 
To those Christians two episodes in 
the life of the Master, and a large 
number of His remarks stand as em- 
barrassing obstacles to prohibition. 
According to the record, He began His 
public career by turning water into 
wine, and in the last hours before the 
Crucifixion He instituted the Eucha- 
rist and commanded the faithful to 

celebrate it with bread and wine. 

He used the image of bread and of 
Wine as metaphors of health and in- 
sores as symbols of the divine 
part of His own nature, and He called 
attention to the fact that He Himself, 
unlike John the Baptist and others of

His own day, was not an ab 
from strong drink, 

Yet we have the spectacle in more 
than one Amecage parish of ministers 
who still read to their congregations 
these episodes from the New Testa- 
ment, and who still celebrate the 
Eucharist, but who also preach the 
doctrine of prohibition. Whether they 
know it or not, the contradiction 
which they have set up has under- 
mined the authority of the doctrine 
which they thought they were carry- 
ing on, and it is hardly to be doubted 
that with time they will feel the need 
of consistency and will abandon alto- 
gether that part of the tradition which 
their prohibition theory now contra- 
dicts. 

But that part of their tradition, in- 
volving as it does the nature of Christ 
and the sanctity of the Eucharist, is 
central in the Christian doctrine. 
When they have left it behind them, 
they will find themselves standing for 
a body of ethics which could very 
well have been learned any time dur- 
ing the last 2,000 years, even though 
Christ had never lived. 

Many’ men sincerely reckon them- 
selves Christians who hold a less ab- 
solute faith as to the divinity” of 
Christ, but who adhere completely to 
the ethical ideals which He taught and 
which the church has-handed on. The 
central doctrine in that tradition is 
ites gag Of course the Greeks 
taught temperance also, but’ the 
church inherited the idea from the 
special problems of the Jew in the 
time of Christ, and from the solution 
which Christ proposed for all our 
problems of conduct. One could, of 
course, follow the law. What gov- 
ernment or what religion anywhere 
at any time is not disposed toward 
formulae and regulations? 


Christ, however, taught that the 
true government, the Kingdom of 
God, should come from within. In the 
presence of temptation, where the 
choice is between good and evil, or 
between two possible goods, we 
should be guided by temperance— 
that is, by such self-control as would 
bring us to the state of virtue and hap- 
piness it is our destiny and obligation 
to reach. In such a doctrine there 
was an answer to the evil of drunk- 
enness. There was also an answer to 
the evil of gluttony or of any other 
sin. Temperance was to be a posi- 
tive virtue inspired by the love of 
God, by the love of ideal goodness, 
revealed in the lives of heroic and 
holy men, principally, of course,.1n 
the life of the Master Himself. 

But if good conduct were imposed 
upon us, we should deserve no credit 
for it, as in a parallel way, if we 
were compelled to do evil we might 
plead. the excuse that our own will 
was not involved. 

The perfection that Christ urged 
on those who follow His philosophy 
was the free and intelligent virtue of 
God Himself; not the perfection of 
Slaves oF of prisoners, but the good- 
ness of children who love and imitate 
their fathers. 

Some attempt has been made to 
obscure this point by asserting that 
the wine Christ used in the Sacrament 
was not really wine, and by implying 
that if He had foreseen our tendency 
to make brandies and whiskies He 
might have warned us against their 
use. I don’t — how the devout 
believer in Christ as the Son of God 
can reconcile thal faith with the sup- 
position that Christ was not aware of 
all the possibilities oft life. 

But, in any case, whether the wine 
in His time was weak or strong, there 
were people who thought that it 
should not be drunk—the prohibition- 
ists of the moment. They criticized 
Him for drinking it. The spirit of 
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His philosophy is valid today unless 
you prefer some other; it still teaches 
that life is dangerous in all directions 
unless we exercise self-control, and 
that a man must decide for himself in 
the 2 pe seta in which he is plac- 
ed, with reference to all those whom 
he dees not influence, just what he 
can enjoy and what he must forego of 
the thousand opportunities life offers 
to him. For this choice he will be 
held responsible, and the man who 
prevents him from making it Is no 
true friend. 

The contrary view was held by Ma- 
homet, who implanted in the Ma- 
hometan religion the doctrine of pro- 
hibition. He was not able to implant 
in the Turks, nor in any ether Maho- 
metan race, the strict enforcement of 
prohibition. It can never be enforc- 
ed. In so far as the Turk believed in 
prohibition, he obeyed the doctrine of 
his own free 
ed the same temperance that the 
Christian did. In so far as he wished 
to drink, he drank, even though pre- 
tending to be, like an American, un- 
der a prohibition regime. 

When we are told by advocates of 
prohibition that this law will bring 
about improvement in our culture or 
our civilization, or in our morals, 
what is really held up before us is the 
ideal of Turkish civilization, as over 
against the Christian. 

There is no reason to think that 
prohibition, even if enforced, would 
produce in us a more enlightened at- 
titude toward life than it has in the 
Turks. Already we see in our prohi- 
bitionists the same tendency as is 
shown tn the Mahometan world, a 
tendency to emphasize the abstention 
from drink as the important virtue, 
and to let go by as negligible other 
social problems, even grave and ob- 
vious social faults. 

The Christian doctrine of temper- 
ance addressed itself to all the prob- 
lems at once, with as much attention 
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John Erskine 
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to Selif-control in matters of eating 
and of sex as in the one question of 
drink. Of course, we might go on 
to establish further prohibitions to 
keep people from the wrong sort of 
food and some more to make them 
behave properly in the home. Ap- 
parently it seemed to Christ simpler 
and wiser to cultivate one general at- 
titude toward virtue which would care 
for all these matters from the heart 
utward. | 

But the prohibitionist retorts by 
asking how we are to train people 
to have self-control. This question ts 
most significant when it comes from 
a Christian minister. He has forgot- 
ten temporarily that his religion was 
instituted as an answer. If Christian- 
itv does not supply us with a ae of 
life, it is a complete failure. Perhaps 
the church is conscious of a least a 
partial failure. _For decades it has 
been preaching temperance, organiz- 
ing temperance societies, denouncing 
drink. If it had done its work it would 
not avd felt obliged to call in the 
police to enforce its ideals. 

Its true mission was, and still is, to 
plant in society not simply an ideal, 
but a positive, aggressive love of it, 
an active love of goodness which will 
esult inevitably in sound conduct. It 
is a pitiful surrender of this noble 
mission to suggest that we first com- 
pel people to be good in the hope that 
afterward they will go on being good 
through sheer momentum. 

If the prohibitionist left some ideals 
of Christianity behind when he turned 
to the Mahometan program, it should 
be noticed also that the attempt to 

nforce prohibition in this, country 
has had a frightful effect on our 
morals, whether Mahometan or oth- 
srwise. The prohibitionist does not 
mind calling attention to the increase 
of lawlessness in those who decline to 
follow his program. He is perhaps 
less willing to notice the strange emo- 
tional attitudes he himself is drifting

But it-is a matter of historical rec- 
ord now that as prohibitionists we 
would. Most of us have a pretty 
clear idea that some alcohol is in- 
deed poison and some other alcohol 
is not. A large part of the prohibi- 
tionists’ energies have been devoted 
to the task of rendering all the alco- 
hol is fit to drink, then it isn’t poison. 
sition is absurd enough. If the alco- 
hol is fit to dring, then it isn’t poison. 
But a while ago we were horrified to 
learn that the enforcement bureau in 
our government was discouraging the 
use of alcohol by supplying the dan- 
ger to the consumer which theoret- 
ically it contains. And just before 
the last Christmas holidays, as a 
charming comment on the spirit of 
the season and birthday of the Mas- 
ter, in Whose name so much of this 
work is done, our newspapers report- 
ed a general warning from the gov- 
ernment to laboratories forbidding 
them to test liquor. The owner must 
not know whether or not it is poison. 

So far as I personally have heard, 
no Christian prohibitionist has regis- 
tered any protest against this trifling 
with life and death, with this poten- 
tial murder.

OME six months ago when ] 
began the archaeological sur- 
vey of Georgia, upon which 
| am still working, I was not 
sure as to the extent of pub- 
lic interest in Indian history. 

It was not long however, before | was 

aware that there were many who were 

interested in seeing this neglected field 
of research werked-up, and what 
could be more encouraging? ~~ They 
not only manifest this interest but 

were anxious to cooperate and help :n 

anyway possible. It is such willing 

assistance that has made the work on 
the survey progress. 

During this period I have travelea 
Over many counties hunting — for 
Indian mounds, village sites, trails, in 
fact every available trace of Indian 
occupation. It is similar to treasure 
hunting save of course the treasure in 
this case is neither gold bullion nor 
pieces of eight. Rather different | 
would say. But it-is all in the view- 
point. To those interested in archae- 
ology, a mound is as valuable as a 
pirate’s treasure. It acts as a clew 
that may lead to the solving of some 
problem regarding customs or tribal 
movements. It often happens that by 
piecing together information such a 
mound may be identitied as the home 
of a definite tribe and thus the ap- 
proximate time of its occupation or 
abandonment can be determined. 

And speaking ot mounds reminds 
me of a mound I visited in Elber 
county. It is the site of one of our 
best known mound groups, “the Rem- 
bert Mounds.” It is located on the 
Savannah river about three . 


miles 
above its junction with Broad river. 
The group is mentioned in many old 
books and accounts as a place rich in 
archaeological material—beads, pot- 
ery, Shell and other burial accom- 
paniments. The Savannah flood-plain 
at this point is above the river level 
but during unusual rainy reasons it Is 
subject to inundation, and thus the 
tragedy of the Rembert Bottoms 
mounds. In 1908 one of the largest 
freshets known to this section oc- 
curred and this flood-plain was en- 
tirely covered with water. When the 
flow finally subsided the mounds, 
which were made of the soft, rich 
sand of the plain had been washed 
away. Where they had stood were 
ridges of earth and pottery fragments, 
bone and some entire pots were ex- 
posed on the surface. It was not long 
of course, before the site was cleared 
of the best specimens and now the 
unimportant potshreds mark the spot. 
It is to be regretted that such a rich 
and important site should have been 
obliterated, but it stresses the need of 
recording all extant sites for they may 
meet with the same or similar fates. 

Many persons ask how does one 
know where to look for mounds and 
graves. here is no such instrument 
as an archaeologist’s divining rod. He 
must have an inkling betorehand as to 
the general location in which a site Is 
to be found. For such information he 
depends upon persons living in the lo- 
cality in which he is particularly tn- 
terested. He inquires of them for an\ 
Indian traditions. fermer places of oc- 
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Stones discovered by Miss Ashley 
undoubtedly the work of the Indians 


cupation and the like. All intorma- 
tion he records and then when there 
is no further data to be obtained, the 
search is on. From this point on the 
search resembles the treasure hunt | 
mentioned before, except gold is not 
the reward. Of course it sometimes 
happens that in looking for one site 
he finds another but in a region that 
has been populated as long as our 
State such finds are rare. I have 
places recorded that have entirely dis- 
appeared as the Rembert mounds for 
example, but this does not lessen the 
value of the record. At some time it 
may prove to be a means of locating 
other sites. From what | have said 
one can easily understand the im- 
portance of all data regardless of how 
meager, and also the necessity of get- 
ting the exact location of a site in re- 
lation to creeks, roads and _ settle- 
ments. 

In searching tor a site disappoint- 
ments are often the order of affairs. 
When I was trying to find a certain in- 
scribed rock in Forsyth county, it took 
two trips to bring me to the place. | 
did not at the time realize the rock 
was one with which I was familiar tn 
literature and it was indeed a treat to 
me to see the granite boulder that was 
described back in 1849 -as an “Indian 
rock.”’ This specimen is not far from 
Hightower, Ga., the former home of 
a Cherokee known as Chief Vann. It 
It is an interesting section, filled with 
Indian traditions and it is not surprs- 
ing that such a stone should be found 
in the neighborhood. Of course the 
exact person or tribe responsible for 
the work is unknown, but from the 
figures which resemble Indian pottery 
designs it is natural to suppose that 
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in Elbert county, showing hieroglyphics, 
which the Europeans found in Georgia.

and show a long period of occupation. 
They have been excavated for the 
Shell which has been used in road 
building and it is possible to find pot- 
tery fragments wherever the surface 
has been uncovered. Many of the 
heaps are over grown with trees and 
underbrush and this fact added to the 
fact of their extent and size speaks for 
their age. We know that the coast 
was thickly populated before the ad- 
vent of the European and even those 
records made during the time that the 
Spanish were endeavoring to ‘‘civil- 
ize’’ these people, name numbers of 
native villages. 


I have mentioned that I have found 
many persons interested in this sub- 
ject and among these may be listed 
the children. I have talked to groups 
in various parts of the state and 1 
find them ardent enthusiasts. ‘It was 
this evident interest that gave me the 
idea of appealing to them for in- 
formation. I am of the opinion that 
if the problem is explained to them 
they will be willing to gather data in 
the local communities. I discussed the 
matter with Mr. M. L. Duggan, state 
superintendent of schools, and Dr. S. 
W. McCallie, state geologist and 
both have manifest their approval.

The result is that 1 am sending out a 
letter to the county school superin- 
tendents asking for their assistance in 
presenting. the suggestion to their 
principals and teachers. The work of 
getting the desired material need not 
mean extra work on the part of the 
children, but could be used as-an 4as- 
signment in either English or history.

Certainly, the exaggerated stress laid 
upon personality by modern forms of pub- 
licity, the artificial focusing of the public 
attention upon one figure instead of upon 
the play itself, is disastrous to art in the 
theater. This unsalutary condition springs 
from the utter commercialization that has 
taken hoid of the stage. The theater is 
too often thoucht of as the “show busi- 
ness.” Well the “show business” is one 
thing, and has its place with other com- 
Mudities o1 life, but the theater is very 
much something else.

Ff Edward Raser had really 
died of heart failure, this 
would be merely a rural love 
story. But as it happeneu, 
an X-ray was taken of 
Raser’s body seven months 

after he died and a foreign substance 
stood out in the photograph. The 
foreign substance happened to be a 
.38-caliber bullet. 

The locale of the story is Sussex 
county, in the extreme northwestern 
part of New Jersey, a hilly farming 
region within sight of the lovely 
Pocono mountains in’ Pennsylvania. 
The chief characters are: Raser, a 
not overhealthy man of 42; his wife, 
Sadie, an ungainly, plain-featured 
woman of 40, and the brawny Frank- 
lin Van Sickle, 35. 

Raser and his wife had been mar- 
ried twenty vears and had reared four 
children. Thev lived in a dilapidated, 
weather-beaten dwelling, more like a 
cabin than a cottage,'in a remote cor- 
ner of Sandystone township, near 
Newton, N. J. Raser was a caretaker 
for the Flat Brook Valley Country 
Club near by, on the New 
Jersey state fishing preserve. 

Van Sickle, a_ thick-set, 
powertul man, rather good- 
looking, with a rosy 
complexion and huge 
hands, had been a tarm- 
hand, then a guard on 7 
the state preserve. 
He lived with his 
parents about four 
miles from the 
Raser home. For 
a time, from July 
to September, 
se Be hag 
boarded with the 
Rasers. 

He had boarded 
with the Rasers— 
and before that 
period and after- 
ward, he had visit- 
ed there. being a 
friend and neigh 
bor. 

On several ic- 
casions he had happened to ve pres- 
ent when Raser had become ill. The 
husband had long suffered from heart 
failure, but these illnesses seemed to 
have more to do with a disordered 
stomac 

The Fateful Evening. 

But each time he recovered without 
the need of calling in a doctor. Van 
Sickle complimented Raser on_ his 
vitality. Raser declared proudly that 
it would take a lot more than an at- 
tack of stomach trouble to kill him. 

SO we come to the evening of Sep. 
tember 26, 1925, when Edward Raser 
failed to come home to dinner. 

Mrs. Raser waited for him and then 
at last notified relatives, saying that 
she was worried about Edward... He 
had left for work as usual that morn- 
ing and had not come back. He had 
said he wasn’t feeling so awfully well. 
Perhaps. . 

Among others, Mrs. Raser’s broth- 
er, William Heater, set out to look for 
the husband. Within half an hou 
Heater found him, dead. The: body 
was found near a wood pile on the 
Club grounds. It lav face upward, the 
back resting against a stump, jagged 
with spikes. The man’s shirt was 
bloody. He had been womnded in the 
back. 

Mrs. Raser was. informed, and the 
coroner, Clarence -De Hart. Mrs. 
Raser told the coroner that her hus- 
band had suffered from heart attacks. 
The coroner concluded that Raser had 
dropped dead from heart failure, and 
that the wound in his back had been 
caused by one of the spikes of wood 
in the stump. 

Coroner De Hart so recorded the 
death.

He admitted that he was in love with 
Mrs. Raser, but denied that he had 
killed her husband.

lodged in the Sussex county jail, 
the widow swore that she was inno- 
cent. She spoke monotonously of her 
husband’s death in the clipped coun- 
try speech ot the region. She said 
had spent the day _ preserving 
peaches. She and her huskand had 
always got along all right—she had 
no reason to wish him deaa. 

“We really never 
quarreled,” she said. 
“They never told me 
he had been killed un- 
til long afterward. I! 
don’t see why they 
brought me here, put 
me in jail.” 

Suddenly she wept. 

“Why didn’t they 
tell me?” she asked. 
“My baby’s got 
body to take care of 
it right, and my son 
Chester ain’t got any- 
body to do the wash- 
ing or cooking.

Van Sickle, lodged

According to the sheritf, the two 
had visited a hotel in Newton soon 
after Raser’s death. Mrs. Raser ad- 
mitted she went to the hotel, but said 
she went there because she had a 
headache and stayed only a_ short 
while.

Prosecutor George R. Vaughan cen- 
tered his attack upon the woman, 
treating her gently, but questioning 
her interminably. Van Sickle was 
given to understand that Mrs. Raser 
was slowly breaking under the pres- 
sure of questions. It made him des- 
perate. 

‘For God’s sake don’t tell on me!” 
he scribbled on a piece of paper. ‘‘Tell 
one story and stick to it!” 

The message was deliv- 
ered to Mrs. Raser—or 


ed to exhume the body. 

The exhumation took 
place on April — 25, 
1926, and X-ray photo- 
graphs were taken of 
the disinterred body. 
The photographs re- 
vealed what the doctors 
called a ‘“‘foreign sub- 
stance.” It stood out 
on the photographs—a 
black spot somewhere 
under the shoulder 
blades. Then came the 
autopsy—and the an- 
nouncement that the 
foreign substance was 
a .38-caliber rifle bul- 
let. 

So Edward Raser 
hadn’t died of heart 
failure, after all. 
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rather a copy ef the mes- 
sage was delivered to her. 
And this was followed by 
Other desperate appeals to 
the woman to hold tirm. 

But the widow’s tongue 
was not to be stopped. 

On April 12 Mrs. Raser 
confessed that Van Sickle 
killed her husband after 
they had plotted the man’s 
death for months, and even 
made several attempts to 
poison him. 

Wrote Van Sickle: 

‘“l can’t believe that you 
will tell everything from 
beginning toend. You told 
me once that you would 
never give Me away in any 
of this, and I can’t believe 
that you have.” 


The county authort- 
ties decided they would 
very much like to have 
a little talk with Mrs. 
Sadie Raser and her muscular friend 
Frank. They notified the state police, 
asking them to look for the pair. But 
Sadie and Frank could not be located. 
They had neglected to tell any one 
where they were going; not even 
members of their own families, it was 
Said.

The trial of Van 
ever held in Sussex county, opened 
on May 10 betore Supreme Justice 
Charles C. Black and County Judge 
Ackerson J. Mackerly, with five wom- 
en in the jury. Tite charge against 
him was murder, while the charge 
against the widow was conspiracy to 
murder. 

Mrs. Raser took the stand as a state 
witness and asserted she threw away 
the poison Van Sickle had bought for 
her husband. She asserted also that 
She had known nothing about her 
lover’s plans to shoot Raser. 

In contradiction, however, there 
was a.note Van Sickle had written her 
in jail. It read: : 

“Sadie: 1am going to tell nothing 
only the truth as you want me to. It 
don’t say that you did not see me put 
the poison in his salmon for you did.

in one day. He said his head had 
hurt him for two days before the kill- 
ing. 

On May 11 the jury found the de- 
fendant guilty and recommended 
mercy. Justice Black immediately 
sentenced Van Sickle to life imprison- 
ment. 

Before leaving for state prison he 
wrote as follows to the woman: 

“I have no hard feeling for you at 
all. 1 don’t want to leave you and 
have you think that we are bad friends, 
for | am not. I have just as much 
sympathy and love for you as I’ve 
ever had, and hope you will have the 
same for me. We will never live to 
See each other’s faces again, so I 
hope Pete (Sheritf Lanterman) lets 
me see you before I go and lets me 
bid you goodby. 

“Take good care of yourself and | 
will do the same. 

“Tl want to remain a friend of yours 
the rest of my days, and hope that you 
are a friend of mine. Life in prison 
means that we can never see each 
other again, but if vou ever have a 
chance come and see me as a true 
friend. Ever your friend, Frank. 


The sheriff brought Mrs. Raser to 
Van Sickle’s cell before he left for 
Trenton. Slte sobbed hysterically. He 
tried to calm her. ‘‘I think, Sadie,” 
he said, ‘‘that as you’ve brought me 
to this, vou ought to pay some of the 
penalty.” 

Given One Jail Term. 

On May 14 Mrs. Raser pleaded 
guilty to three indictments charging 
her with ‘‘advocating the taking of a 
life,’ ‘‘attempting to poison’ by 
arsenic,” and “attempting to poison 
by strychnine.” 

’ She was sentenced to serve 
in state prison. 

In the meanwhile, just five days 
before Mrs. Raser pleaded guilty, the 
young woman of Queens Village, L. 
I., had been found guilty of murder 
in the first degree. And on the day 
before Mrs. Raser pleaded guilty the 
young woman was sentenced to die in 
the electric chair.

| Icicles seem to hang from above, and 
the floor and walls seem to be coated 
with ice. But there is not a particle 
of ice in this eavern, althong’ there 
is plenty of water. 

In fact, the peculiarly beautiful 
formations you see were made by the 
action ot water dripping continually 
and eternally from the walls and the 
ceiling. As the water seeps through 
from above, it hangs for a while in 
tiny drops before falling, and it 
leaves a very small deposit of lime 
net only at the point from which 
it drops but also wherever it happens 
‘o land.
